1. BRITISH PERM REP SIR DONALD MAITLAND SPOKE AT LENGTH 
WITH AMBASSADOR BENNETT EVENING SEPT 12, ME CLEARLY BEING 
UPPERMOST IN HIS MIND. MAITLAND SAID UK REPORT INDICATED 
WALDHEIM HAD RETURNED FROM ME TRIP WITH MORE THAN HAD BEEN 
ANTICIPATED. (IN LINE THEIR USUAL VIEW OF WALDHEIM, 

DURING PRE-TRIP PHASE UKUN HAD TAKEN CONDESCENDING VIEW 
OF PROSPECTS FOR TRIP.) WHILE HE DID NOT SPECIFY WHAT SYG 
HAD ACCOMPLISHED, MAITLAND SAID UK WAS PLEASED WITH 
RESULTS OF TRIP, WHICH HAD, AT VERY LEAST, BOUGHT UK AND 
US MORE TIME. 

2. MAITLAND THEN CAME TO THIS MAIN POINT. HE NOTED RECENT 
STATEMENTS OF PRESIDENT AND DR. KISSINGER ON ME, AND WONDERED 
WHETHER NEW US INITIATIVE WAS IN THE MAKING. WE HOPED THERE 
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WAS, AND URGED THAT US MOVE AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. WHIFF. 
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CONCEDING IT MIGHT BE TOO EARLY TO EXPECT DRAMATIC 
MOVEMENT IN IMMEDIATE FUTURE, HE SAID BRITISH HAD INDI- 
CATIONS THAT EGYPTIANS WERE ANXIOUS TO BE PERSUADED AND 
BELIEVED PRESENT OPENINGS FOR PROGRESS SHOULD NOT BE MISSED.
